AN ACT Relating to license and certificate fees for health care
provi ders; anendi ng RCW18. 71. 010, 18.73. 030, 18.73.081, 43.70.110, and
43. 70. 250; and reenacting and anendi ng RCW 18. 71. 205.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW18.71.010 and 1994 sp.s. ¢ 9 s 302 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The following ternms used in this chapter shall have the neani ngs
set forth in this section unless the context clearly indicates
ot herw se:

(1) "Commssion" neans the Wshington state nedical quality
assurance conm ssi on.

(2) "Conpensation"” has the sane neaning as in chapter 18.73 RCW

(3) "Secretary" neans the secretary of health.

((3))) (4) "Resident physician" neans an individual who has
graduated from a school of nedicine which neets the requirenents set
forth in RCW18.71.055 and is serving a period of postgraduate clinical
medi cal training sponsored by a college or university in this state or
by a hospital accredited by this state. For purposes of this chapter,
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the term shall include individuals designated as intern or nedica
fellow

((4y)) (5) "Emergency nedi cal care" or "energency nedi cal service"
has the sane neaning as in chapter 18.73 RCW

Sec. 2. RCW 18.71.205 and 1996 ¢ 191 s 55 and 1996 ¢ 178 s 6 are
each reenacted and anmended to read as foll ows:

(1) The secretary of the departnent of health, in conjunction with
the advice and assistance of the energency nedical services |icensing
and certification advisory conmttee as prescribed in RCW 18.73. 050,
and the comm ssion, shall prescribe:

(a) Practice paraneters, training standards for, and |evels of,
physi cian trained energency nedical service internediate |life support
t echni ci ans and par anedi cs;

(b) Mnimm standards and performance requirenents for the
certification and recertification of physician's trained energency
medi cal service internediate life support technicians and paranedics;
((and))

(c) Procedur es for certification, recertification, and
decertification of physician's trained energency nedical service
internmediate |ife support technicians and paranedi cs; and

(d) Appropriate fees under RCW 43.70.110 for those physician's
trai ned energency nedical service internediate life support technicians
and paranedi cs who receive conpensation

(2) Initial certification shall be for a period established by the
secretary pursuant to RCW43.70. 250 and 43. 70. 280.

(3) Recertification shall be granted upon proof of continuing
satisfactory performance and education, and shall be for a period
established by the secretary pursuant to RCW43.70. 250 and 43. 70. 280.

(4) As used in chapters 18.71 and 18.73 RCW "approved nedica
program director” means a person who:

(a) Is licensed to practice mnedicine and surgery pursuant to
chapter 18.71 RCW or osteopathic nedicine and surgery pursuant to
chapter 18.57 RCW and

(b) Is qualified and know edgeable in the admnistration and
managenent of energency care and services; and

(c) Is so certified by the departnent of health for a county, group
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of counties, or cities with popul ations over four hundred thousand in
coordination with the recommendations of the l|ocal nedical community
and | ocal energency nedical services and trauma care council.

(5) The Uniform D sciplinary Act, chapter 18.130 RCW governs
uncertified practice, the issuance and denial of certificates, and the
disciplining of certificate holders under this section. The secretary
shall be the disciplining authority under this section. D sciplinary
action shall be initiated against a person credentialed under this
chapter in a manner consistent with the responsibilities and duties of
the nmedi cal program director under whom such person is responsible.

(6) Such activities of physician's trained energency nedical
service internediate life support technicians and paranedics shall be
limted to actions taken under the express witten or oral order of
medi cal program directors and shall not be construed at any tine to
include free standing or nondirected actions, for actions not
presenting an enmergency or |ife-threatening condition.

Sec. 3. RCW18.73.030 and 2000 ¢ 93 s 16 are each anended to read
as follows:

Unless a different meaning is plainly required by the context, the
followng words and phrases as used in this chapter shall have the
meani ngs i ndi cat ed.

(1) "Secretary" neans the secretary of the departnent of health.

(2) "Departnment” neans the departnment of health.

(3) "Conmttee" neans the enmergency nedical services |licensing and
certification advisory commttee.

(4) "Anmbul ance" neans a ground or air vehicle designed and used to
transport the ill and injured and to provi de personnel, facilities, and
equi pnent to treat patients before and during transportation.

(5) "Ad vehicle" neans a vehicle used to carry aid equipnment and
individuals trained in first aid or energency nedi cal procedure.

(6) "Enmergency nedical technician” neans a person who i s authorized
by the secretary to render energency nedical care pursuant to RCW
18. 73. 081.

(7) "Anmbul ance service" means an organi zation that operates one or
nor e anbul ances.

(8) "Aid service" nmeans an organi zation that operates one or nore
ai d vehi cl es.

(9) "Energency nedical service" neans nedical treatnent and care
which nmay be rendered at the scene of any nedical energency or while
transporting any patient in an anbulance to an appropriate nedica
facility, i ncl udi ng anbul ance transportation bet ween medi cal
facilities.

(10) "Conmuni cations system neans a radio and |andline network
whi ch provides rapid public access, coordinated central dispatching of
services, and coordi nation of personnel, equipnment, and facilities in
an energency nedi cal services and traunma care system

(11) "Prehospital patient care protocols”™ neans the witten
procedure adopted by the energency nedical services nedical program
director which direct the out-of-hospital energency care of the

energency patient which includes the trauna care patient. These
procedures shall be based upon the assessnent of the patient's nedi cal
needs and what treatnment wll be provided for enmergency conditions.
The protocols shall neet or exceed statewi de mninum standards

devel oped by the departnent in rule as authorized in chapter 70.168
RCW

(12) "Patient care procedures" neans witten operating guidelines
adopted by the regional energency nedical services and trauma care
council, in consultation with the |ocal energency nedical services and
trauma care councils, energency conmmunication centers, and the
ener gency nedi cal services nedical programdirector, in accordance with
statewi de mninmum standards. The patient care procedures shal
identify the level of nedical care personnel to be dispatched to an
enmergency scene, procedures for triage of patients, the |level of trauma
care facility to first receive the patient, and the nanme and | ocation
of other trauma care facilities to receive the patient should an
interfacility transfer be necessary. Procedures on interfacility
transfer of patients shall be consistent wwth the transfer procedures
in chapter 70.170 RCW

(13) "Energency nedical services nedical programdirector” neans a
person who is an approved nedical program director as defined by RCW
18. 71. 205( 4) .

(14) "Council"™ means the |local or regional energency nedical
services and trauma care council as authorized under chapter 70.168
RCW
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(15) "Basic |ife support™ neans noninvasive energency nedical
services requiring basic nedical treatnent skills as defined in chapter
18. 73 RCW

(16) "Advanced life support” neans invasive energency nedical
services requiring advanced nedical treatnent skills as defined by
chapter 18.71 RCW

(17) "First responder"” nmeans a person who is authorized by the
secretary to render energency nedical care as defined by RCW18. 73. 081.

(18) "Conpensation" neans reqular paynent for providing energency
nedical care in the course of enploynent, but does not include nom nal
paynents, reinbursenent for expenses, or paynents nmade to vol unteer
part-tine and volunteer on-call personnel of fire departnents, fire
districts, anbulance districts, aid or anbulance services, or any
ener gency response organi zati on.

Sec. 4. RCW18.73.081 and 1993 ¢ 254 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

In addition to other duties prescribed by |aw, the secretary shall:

(1) Prescribe m ninumrequirenents for:

(a) Anbul ance, air anbul ance, and aid vehicles and equi pnent;

(b) Anbul ance and aid services; and

(c) M ninmum energency communi cation equi pnent;

(2) Adopt procedures for services that fail to perform in
accordance with m ni mum requirenents;

(3) Prescribe mninmum standards and procedures for t he
certification, recertification, decertification, or nodification of
certificates for first responders and energency nedical technicians
i ncl udi ng:

(a) Adoption of periods of certification; and

(b) Adoption of appropriate fees under RCW 43.70.110 for those
first responders and energency nedical technicians who receive
conpensati on;

(4) Prescribe mninmum standards for first responder and energency
medi cal technician training including:

(a) Adoption of curriculum ((anrd—periodof—~certifiecation));

(b) ((Procedures  for  certification,  recertification,
I ”y on. r . : e ;
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{€y)) Adoption of requirenents for ongoi ng training and eval uati on,
as approved by the county nedical program director, to include
appropriate evaluation for individual know edge and skills. The first
responder, energency nedical technician, or energency nedical services
provi der agency may elect a program of continuing education and a
witten and practical examnation instead of neeting the ongoing
trai ning and eval uati on requirenents;

((€6))) (c) Procedures for reciprocity with other states or
national certifying agencies;

((£y)) (d) Review and approval or disapproval of training
prograns; and

((6)) (e) Adoption of standards for nunbers and qualifications of
instructional personnel required for first responder and energency
nmedi cal technician training prograns;

((4)y)) (5) Prescribe mnimumrequirenments for liability insurance
to be carried by licensed services except that this requirenent shall
not apply to public bodies; and

((65))) (6) Certify emergency nedical programdirectors.

Sec. 5. RCW43.70.110 and 1993 sp.s. ¢ 24 s 918 are each anended
to read as foll ows:
(1) Except as provided in subsection (2) of this section, the

secretary shall charge fees to the licensee for obtaining a license.

H-censtre—and—nspection—H—appropriate—)) The secretary nay waive

the fees when, in the discretion of the secretary, the fees would not
be in the best interest of public health and safety, or when the fees
woul d be to the financial disadvantage of the state.

(2) Ad or anbulance services licensed under chapter 18.73 RCW
physician's trai ned energency nedical service internediate |ife support
techni ci ans and paranedics certified under chapter 18.71 RCW and first
responders and energency nedical technicians certified under chapter
18.73 RCW shall be charged for their pro rata share of the cost of
licensure, certification, and inspection, except that the follow ng are
exenpt fromfees under this section:
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(a) Minicipal corporations providing aid or anbulance services
pursuant to chapter 18.73 RCW

(b) Physician's trained energency nedical service internediate life
support technicians and paranedics certified under chapter 18.71 RCW
who do not receive conpensation as defined in RCW 18. 73. 030; and

(c) First responders and energency nedical technicians certified
under chapter 18.73 RCWwho do not receive conpensation as defined in
RCW 18. 73. 030.

(3) Fees charged shall be based on, but shall not exceed, the cost
to the departnent for the licensure of the activity or class of
activities and may include costs of necessary inspection.

((63))) (4) Departnent of health advisory commttees nay review
fees established by the secretary for |icenses and conment upon the
appropri ateness of the | evel of such fees.

Sec. 6. RCWA43.70.250 and 1996 ¢ 191 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

It shall be the policy of the state of Washington that the cost of
each professional, occupational, or business |licensing programbe fully
borne by the nenbers of that profession, occupation, or business,
except as otherw se provided under RCW43.70.110. The secretary shal

fromtinme to tine establish the anount of all application fees, |icense
fees, registration fees, examnation fees, permt fees, renewal fees,
and any other fee associated wth |licensing or regulation of

pr of essi ons, occupations, or businesses adm ni stered by the departnent.
In fixing said fees, the secretary shall set the fees for each program
at a sufficient level to defray the costs of admnistering that
program All such fees shall be fixed by rule adopted by the secretary
in accordance with the provisions of the adm nistrative procedure act,
chapter 34.05 RCW
